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The same situation exists in all 
employment agencies in New York 

City so far as the deaf are concerned. 
As a consequence, deaf applicants 
have had a difficult experience, and 

have received service less beneficial 

to them than to the average applicant. 
Hut it takes longer to advise them; 
requires more intensive 1 interviewing, 
demands closer follow up and impera- 
tive supervision of placements in 
order Io establish greater securin in 
jobs, this is also the case with hear- 
ipplicantS when they start on 
their first jobs. It takes but a few 

moments to tell a hearing applicant 
what it takes hours to interpret io 
Ihe deaf. The employment office tries 
to give Ihe deaf worker a chance- In- 
sending him Io one job after another. 
He works a while, and then either
